Assailed 


WASHINGTON. (iPl—Senate in¬ 
vestigators’ reports of political ac¬ 
tivity by Kentucky WPA officials 
brought a Republican demand to¬ 
day for a broad congressional iii- 
quiry into politics in relief. 

Senator Townsend (R., Del.) 
said an independent investigation 
of WPA participation in political 
campaigns was needed to assure 
the next congress that funds for 
WPA would not be "spent on 
politics in.stead of going for re¬ 
lief.” 

"It Is a terrible thing to use 
WPA funds for political pur¬ 
poses,” the Delaware .senator said. 
"It is about the lowest thing I 
know off.” 

His comment was provoked by 
an exchange between Chairman 
Sheppard (D., Tex.) of the senate 
campaign expenditures committee 
and Harry L. Hopkins, Works 
Progress administrator over sig¬ 
nificance of investigators reports 
on the recent Kentucky Demo¬ 
cratic primary. 

Sheppard charged that WPA of¬ 
ficials "flagrantly violated” rules 
against political activity to aid 
the successful renomination cam¬ 
paign of Senator Barkley (D., 
Ky,), administration leader, 
against Gov. A. B. Chandler. 

Hopkins denied, in a letter to 
the committee yesterday that a 
canvass to determine political af¬ 
filiations of WPA workers in two 
Kentucky counties was an at¬ 
tempt to aid Barkley. He said it 
was done to meet a complaint 
that a preponderant number of 
pensons being certified for relief 
were Republicans and that "Demo¬ 
crats were being discriminated 
again.st.’’ 

The administrator added that 
he saw "no cause or reason for 
disciplinary action,”

Women 
Defy S.F. 
Strikers 


SAN FRANCISCO. (JP> — San 
Francisco’s department store 
strike was deadlocked today amid 
defiant action by a group of wom¬ 
en patrons and threats of force¬ 
ful intervention by independent 
citizens. 

Mayor Angelo J. Rossi, acting 
as voluntary mediator, sought fur¬ 
ther conferences with the disput¬ 
ants after expressing belief they 
were not "far apart.” 

A group of women, who said 
they had no connection with store 
operators, sought to enlist the pa¬ 
tronage of the 35 struck stores 
by telephoning friends and urg¬ 
ing them to make purchases. 

Anne Grenfall, a writer who 
helped organize the campaign, 
said the group felt San Francisco 
“was getting a black eye and peo¬ 
ple were passing up the city” be¬ 
cause of recurrent labor troubles. 

Larry Vail, secretary of the 
striking AFL retail clerks’ union, 
charged employers "have set up 
a stooge organization of women 
whose paid duty evidently will be 
to attempt to break the strike 
and smash the union.” 

Harvey M. Toy, president of 
the San Francisco Hotel associa¬ 
tion, asserted large groups of cit¬ 
izens were ready to "act forcibly 
to maintain law and order” if po¬ 
lice were unable to cope with 
disorders. 

Toy, who Is suing the city for 
$250,000 as a result of last year’s 
citywide hotel strike, telegraphed 
Mayor Rossi: 

“We will stand for no monkey 
business.” 

Both sides in the strike, which 
started Wednesday, accused each 
other of violence. 

A chamber of commerce statis¬ 
tician estimated sales in the 
struck stores, all of which oper¬ 
ated with non-strikers, had 
dropped "at lea.st 50 per cent.” 

Estimates of the number of 
striking clerks varied from 4000 
to 6000.

Nazis Stand 
Invincible, 
Goering Says 

NURNBERG, Germany. tAb — 
Air Minister Hermann Wilhelm 
Goering praised Germany’s air¬ 
force as the best in the world to- 
I day as Nazi spokesmen declared 
Adolf Hitler now would demand 
nothing less than outright annexa¬ 
tion of Czechoslovakia’s Sudeten 
Germans. 

The air minister in a 90-minute 
speech pounded war into the cx)n- 
sciousness of his 25,000 hearers of 
the labor front at the Nazi party 
congress with references to Ger¬ 
many's air might, her strong for¬ 
tifications, and her ability to with¬ 
stand a blockade “it it lasted 30 
years.” 

NAZIS CHEER 

Germany he declared was In¬ 
vincible and Czechoslovakia was 
not a cultured state. He was the 
first convention speaker to di¬ 
rectly refer to Czechoslovakia. 

His hearers cheered themselves 
hoarse and gave theair minister 
an ovation such as only has 
been given to Reichsfuehrer Adolf 
Hitler when Goering shouted: 

"What our fuehrer does is al¬ 
ways right, therefore we will fol¬ 
low him wherever he leads us.” 
HITLER SPEAKS 
Regarding German aviation he 
asserted, “our airforce Is techni¬ 
cally the most perfect and nu¬ 
merically the strongest from the 
viewpoint of morale and the most 
ready to give all for the Father¬ 
land of any country in the world.” 

Goering’s speech followed one 
made by Chancellor Hitler to 60,- 
000 Hilter youth and girls in which 
he reiterated assertions “Germany 
will stand united come what may.” 

Goering painted Germany as 
having enough food stored to meet 
any emergency, a theme that hu 
been dwelled upon by other con¬ 
vention speakers. 

CAN’T BE DEFEATED 

No blockade could touch Ger¬ 
many, he said, “even if it lasted 
30 years.” 

"So long as the fuehrer and the 
folk stand together nothing can 
defeat us,” he added. 

Goering openly warned Czecho¬ 
slovakia that "a small part of the 
I European population is frivolously 
harassing human beings but we 
know what’s behind it.” 

Declaring Germany would not 
tolerate the suffering of her Ger¬ 
man brethren (in Czechoslovakia) 
any longer, he said, "this state— 
without culture and no one knows 
where this splinter came from—

BE FIRST TO 
FACE INQUIRY 

There won’t be any rest period 
for the special grand jury, to be 
impaneled Monday in Presiding 
Judge James L. Allen’s superior 
court, it was indicated today. 

A full-time job of tracing the 
origin and authorship of the now- 
notorious political pamphlet, 
“Fools Rush In,” will be handed 
the grand jury when its 19 mem- 
Jiers are chosen from the venire 
of 30 men and women summoned 
to appear Monday at 10 a. m. 

The pamphlet, issued in Fuller¬ 
ton and La Habra shortly before 
the recent primary election, at¬ 
tacked political candidates and 
those not directly connected with 
any campaign. As a result, three 
distributors were arrested and 
given suspended sentences, and 
two printers, in whose Los An¬ 
geles shop the booklet was al¬ 
leged to have been published, were 
arrested on criminal litiel charges 
and will have preliminary hear¬ 
ing Sept. 27 before Justice H. I. 
Spence in Fullerton. 

They are Burt Harwick and 
Robert Elliott, and they are ex¬ 
pected to be among the first wit¬ 
nesses called by the grand jury 
as soon as it buckles down to the 
job of probing the mysterious 
booklet. 

Current reports were that G. F. 
McKelvey, recently suspended as 
a deputy sheriff, would be called 
before the jury at once. His name 
was linked with the publication, 
and as a result his suspension fol¬ 
lowed for an indefinite time. 

Sheriff Logan Jackson, only po¬ 
litical candidate given a boost- 
with-no-knocks in the pamphlet, 
had steadfastly disclaimed knowl¬ 
edge of the publication or its au¬ 
thor, but is understood to have 
obtained information to be 
handed to the grand jury. 

District Attorney W. F. Menton 
and his staff have amassed the 
most evidence and he announced 
that he was ready to meet with 
the jury at once and direct its 
investigation under its orders 

Menton also had said previ¬ 
ously that he would take per- 
■sonal charge of the pro.secution of 
Harwick and Elliott at their jus¬ 
tice court preliminary examina¬ 
tion. 

How soon the jury will plunge 
into the job of taking testimony 
remained uncertain, but persons 
familiar with such routines in¬ 
sisted that it would not be long. 
The jury can call witnesses and 
hear reports of investigations al¬ 
ready made before deciding 
whether or not its own investiga¬ 
tion should be made on a more 
exhaustive .scale.

The Townsend meeting was 
called to order by Mrs. Ida A, 
Freeman, president of the local 
club. The singing of "America,” 
the Lord’s Prayer and the pledge 
and salute to the flag constituted 
the opening exercises. Mrs. Mary 
E. Ashenfelter, secretary, read the 
minutes of the last meeting and 
the latest national headquarters 
bulletin. Announcements were 
made and Mrs. Freeman intro¬ 
duced Walter R. Robb, who talked 
briefly on subjects relating to po¬ 
litical achievements in the pri¬ 
maries over the nation and of the 
work to be done in the Nineteenth 
di.strict before the November elec¬ 
tion.

MOSCOW. (A*)—A firing squad 
has ended the career of a dan¬ 
gerous woman spy, according to 
the Soviet Russian army news¬ 
paper Red Star. 

It told this story today of how 
“Xenia K” succeeded in getting a 
jolr in the red army military in¬ 
stitute and obtained military in¬ 
formation for a foreign power: 

"Xenia K” was the daughter of 
a big gold field operator and was 
married to an officer of the anti¬ 
communist white guard, with 
whom she escaped to Manchuria 
after the collapse of the white 
guard forces. 

She became a waitress and 
dancer and, finally, an agent for 
a foreign military service. 

She married a Soviet worker on 
the Chinese Eastern railway in 
order to reenter the Soviet Union 
when he was ordered home. She 
was refused permission to return 
to Russia, however, and was 
smuggled in in 1932. 

After her husband’s death in 
1934, she found employment as a 
telephone operator In the military 
institute and later was given an 
office job where she had access 
to military information. 

The Red Star did not name tl.e 
power it accused her of serving. 
It said her espionage was dis¬ 
covered by the secret police. She 
was tried and sentenced to death 
here.

PEACH CROP

WASHINGTON. (A>)—The crop 
reporting board today increased its 
estimates of the probable size of 
California’s grape and citrus fruit 
liarvests. 

The peach crop for both Califor¬ 
nia and the entire nation will be 
smaller than last year, the board 
reported. It also lowered its esti¬ 
mate of the hop crop. 

Favorable August weather has 
improved the nation’s citrus fruit 
crop. California’s orange crop was 
80 per cent of normal on Sept. 1, 
compared with 74 last year and 
74 as the 10-year averagre of 1927- 
1936. California grapefruit was 
rated at 76 per cent, compared 
with last year’s 62 and an average 
of 77. Other areas showed gains 
1 also. 

i By reason of favoj’able August 
weather California grape growers 
! may expect a 2,336,000-ton crop. 
■ The national crop was forecast at 
2,521,000 tons. Last month the 
board forecast it would be 2,490,- 
000 tons. 

California’s 1938 peach crop was 
estimated at 21,016,000 bushels, 
compared with 23.252,000 last year. 
Total for the nation also declined, 
from 59,498,000 in 1937 to an es¬ 
timated 52,780,000 in 1938.

Kenneth D. Sloop, deputy agri¬ 
cultural commissioner, discus.sed 
various agricultural pests and 
their form of treatment, includ¬ 
ing citrus scales, snails, which he 
said are greatly on the increase, 
the pepper weevil and tomato pin 
worm. The cost of combating the 
latter two is practically prohib¬ 
itive with tomatoes and peppers 
selling at their present low price. 

Eradication of weeds and ro¬ 
dents was discussed by Mr. Dud¬ 
ley, also associated with the 
county agricultural commissioner, 
who pointed out that puncture 
vine and morning glory have 
greatly increased in the areas 
which was flooded last winter. 

Work of the farm bureau, par¬ 
ticularly in regard to its accom¬ 
plishments along four lines, flood 
aid, taxation. legislation and 
commodity problems, was the sub¬ 
ject upon which C. J. Marks, ex¬ 
ecutive secretary spoke.

Saul's life from this time on is the 
very sad picture of the man and the 
ruler without God. His own personal 
character is broken and on account of 
Da'vid who is to take his place as king, 
he gives way to fits of anger. Saul 
now engages In his last battle which 
went against him and he was wounded. 
Seeing there was no hope Saul took a 
sword and fell upon it and died a sui¬ 
cide. What a tragic death for one 
who started out as did Saul, the price 
of rejecting the word of the Lord. 
How very different this ending might 
have been. Will men never letum? 
Will nations and rulers never learn? 

With such a noble beginning, what 
were the causes of Saul's downfall? He 
neglected duty, turned away from God, 
was disobedient to the divine command, 
listened to the counsel of wicked men, 
was vindictive, shifted his responsibility. 
Not only did he suffer a personal de¬ 
feat, but because of him there was a 
national defeat. What epitaph shall we 
put on his tombstone? Saul: A moral 
and spiritual failure.

Fred Perry Unimpressed by 
Crop of Tennis Amateurs 


NEW YORK. UP )—Fred Perry, 
who now plays tennis for money 
and likes his work, has looked over 
the field in the current national 
■Ingles championships at Forest 
Hills and has decided that the 
standard of play among the ama¬ 
teurs is getting worse faster than 
it is getting better. 

Perry’s impression, while not 
necessarily conclusive and perhaps 
even a little biased, is Interesting, 
nevertheless, because he backs it 
up with sound reasoning and all 
but draws a diagram.

Torn hetv/een a sentimental devotion to the under¬ 
dog and a Nietzchian strong-man complex. Jack burned 
him.scif out bv the terrific pace at which he tore off story 
after story to meet his constantly increasing expenditures, 
and finally found himself phv;;ically and .spiritually 
wrecked by the coinpi.Dmi5e.s and shoddiness that this 
high earning had involved. 


Kernel Corrigan 


Not long after Charles A. Lindbergh hopped the At¬ 
lantic ocean and made aviation history, he was endowed 
with t’ e military title of kernel (misspelled colonel), which 
he has v/orn with grace and dignity ever since. 

Right now there's a happy little chappie named Doug¬ 
las Corrigan (who doesn’t like fried chicken) roaming 
around the wide open banquet halls of America without 
any military title whatsoever. And he’s entitled to one if 
he wants it, even as Lindbergh was. 

So here’s ov.r serious nomination of Douglas Corrigan 
for the henor of the title of colonel (which everyone will 
continue to pronounce kernel, no matter how we spell it, 
except dowm south, where it is kunnel). 

There’s always a chance that a fellow who doesn’t like 
fried chicken may not like military titles, either, but any¬ 
way we’ve done our bit. 


Watch the School Signs! 


All summer long motori-sts have shot past school 
signs with perfect safety, because the youngsters have 
been at play elsewhere. 

But now they are going back to school, and it is up 
to the motorists to keep that fact in mind. 

School traffic discipline is splendid in most sections, 
but children are children, and at any time a forgetful 
one may dart cut into the middle of the street after a 
ball or a hat. 

With recess staggered at different times of the day, 
there isn’t any time during the day when it is safe to 
speed past a school. 

Fatalities to children near schools are rare. They will 
continue so just as long as motorists give children every 
break when it com.es to traffic protection. 


Nature Evens the Score 


A striking example of the natural law of compensa- 
ticn is shown in the case of a blind Seattle boy who saved 
his family from being burned to death. 

As other members of the household slept, his unusu¬ 
ally keen ears caught the crackling of flames. His warning 
shout allowed his parents and si.ster to save themselves 
and him. 

It is generally accepted that the blind develop unusu¬ 
ally keen senses of hearing and touch, just as the one arm 
of a cripple be^’ornes extremely strong. 

In this case. Nature did her best to even the score 
for the blind boy and to repay him for the loss of his 
sight—for, strange as it seems, had he not been blind, he 
and three others would probably be dead now.

■^'et ttis yeai', drawing to a close, is a constant re¬ 
minder that the United States of America has, of all the 
great nations, the oldest government of all in its present 
form. 

It was 1788—l.'jO years ago—that the constitution of 
the United States whs ratified by enough of the original 
IS states to put it into effect as the basic law of “the 
new world.’’ 

New Hampshire ratified on .lure 21, 1788; New York 
on July 26, 1788 

Observance of the vital ratification by New York was 
postponed until September 17, which was the anniver¬ 
sary of the signing of the constitution in Philadelphia on 
that date in the year 1787. 

On September 17 this year, a Saturday, at Pough¬ 
keepsie, will be held a celebration of this, one of the 
great anniversaries in American history. All the nation 
will be represented there, and all the nation can and 
should obser’/e the day in some manner. 

It is not mere age that is worthy of celebration, but 
t>c fact that our nation, “conceived in liberty,” is sound 
enou.gh and worthy enough to endure and to progress 
while strange new forces are tearing other and older gov¬ 
ernments asunder. 


NEW YORK.—Another twinge 
in the neck incidental to all dis¬ 
cussions of this country’s rela¬ 
tions with other peoples is the re¬ 
current bushwah about America’i 
debt to this or that race or na¬ 
tion for its contributions to Am¬ 
erican literature, science and art. 

This country doesn’t owe any 
race or nation anything lor any 
such contributions. Those which 
we have received and put to use 
have been paid lor, and more, by 
American inventions, and many 
others which are talked up so 
highly were unsuitable to our na¬ 
ture and have been kicking around 
in the drawer like so many initial¬ 
ed belt buckles. 

Moreover, those which we did 
receive, such as Shakespeare and 
the radio, our laws and liberties, 
were not intended as altruistic 
contributions to us any more than 
the electric light, the telephone 
and telegraph were intended as 
contributions to the peoples of 
foreign lands. We took something 
from them. They got more in re¬ 
turn. 

Even Kipling Impressed 

You walk down the street today 
and ask a thousand people to 
identify Giuseppe Verdi and tell 
you something he did or hum you 
a bar thereof, and not more than 
eight will even know what you 
are talking about. A slightly high¬ 
er proportion may be able to re¬ 
member having heard of Dante 
and a book with a lot of hell-lire 
illustrations, but in the main this 
country favors home-talent music 
and poetry. 

Our songs are the Stephen Fos¬ 
ter songs, plus “The Banks of the 
Wabash” and the songs of Irving 
Berlin, and that school. Our fa¬ 
vorite poetry is home grown, and 
even if our best artists have gone 
abroad to study they are not our 
favorite artists, as the best artists 
often observe with a trace of

pique. 

Even our profanity is so distinct- 
i ly native that Rudyarc Kipling, 
I who messed with British tommies 
I recruiting from the slums of Lon¬ 
don, was fascinated by the shock¬ 
ing force and originality of b 
phrase which he heard on the 
docks in Seattle. 

Contributed As Americans 

And just as a rap on the knuckles 
of anyone who here attempts to 
reach out and claim the works of 
Irving Berlin as a Jewish contri¬ 
bution to American art let it be 
understood that there is a catch 
in such claims. Berlin is an Am¬ 
erican who does his stuff as an 
American, and anyone who claim.s 
his works as Jewish works must 
be prepared to accept the works 
of Dixie Davis as Jewish works, 
too. 

Similarly, if the creditable works 
of Americans or Italian or Ger¬ 
man, Irish or whatever other birth 
or descent be claimed as contri¬ 
butions by the homeland to Am¬ 
erican civilization, then the di.s- 
creditable acts of others ot the 
same birth or strain must be ac¬ 
cepted, too. 

With no exceptions worth con¬ 
sidering, all our immigrants came 
to the United States with no high- 
minded intention to contribute 
anything but merely to escape the 
degradation, poverty, wars, 
plagues and oppression of their 
native countries. They and their 
descendants have made many con¬ 
tributions, if you want to use a 
noble word inconsistent with the 
individual, personally ambitious 
motives which impelled them. But 
they contributed as Americans.

Lucy Larcom was one of the first

She was a self-made woman. 
When a mill hand in Lowell. Mas¬ 
sachusetts, she started among the 
mill girls a little paper. Whittier 
saw her poetry and wrote her, and 
his appreciative words gave her 
great encouragement. Later the 
two formed a reverent friendship. 

Not being allowed to read books 
in the mill, Lucy pasted on her 
window sill newspaper scraps of 
favorite poems, and these she 
quickly memorized. Finally she 
had the opportunity to attend 
school, and after she was gradu¬ 
ated, she taught for eight years in 
a seminary.

WASHINGTON. — The under¬ 
lying recovery situation is a lot 
better than surface appearances 
would indicate. 

On the surface the trend, while 
definitely upward, still is of mod¬ 
est proportions. But the under¬ 
lying propulsive factors — the 
really significant concomitants of 
recovery—are much more cheer¬ 
ing. They show conclusively that 
recovery is under way and will 
become increasingly evident in the 
coming months. 

The inside story is told in a con¬ 
fidential report made to the pre¬ 
sident by government experts on 
the first of this month. Highlights 
of the study were three key in¬ 
dices, all of them showing an up¬ 
turn. They follow: 

National income payments—For 
the first time since August, 1937, 
this item, which includes all mon¬ 
ey paid out in wages, dividends, 
rentals, etc..went up in July. Pre¬ 
viously it had shrunk steadily, but 
it rose from 78.2 in June to 79.1 
in July. 

Liquid securities market—July 
was marked by a very active tide 
of stock and bond flotations, all 
steadiiy absorbed by investors. 
This meant two things, improved 
business confidences and a flow 
of money into industry for en¬ 
larged operations. 

Net government contribution — 
This is the amount of money the 
government actually is expending 
on recovery, above the sums it 
takes in through taxes and other 
revenues. As distinguished from 
gross government spending, this is 
the real pump-priming expendi¬ 
ture. The record shows that when 
it was eliminated in 1937, bus¬ 
iness went into a tailspin. Now 
it is once more on the way to lev¬ 
els that brought about good times 
in 1935, 1936 and the first half 
of 1937. 

Here are the figures on net gov¬ 
ernment spending which were 
given Roosevelt: 

January .$ 61,000,000 

February . 96,000,000 

March . 104,000,000 

April . 137,000,000 

May . 174,000,000 

June . 188,000,000 

July—Total still incomplete but 
well over $200,000,000. 

Nudism Investigation 

If Martin Dies of Texas acts on 
a suggestion he has just received, 
hus congressional committee will 
stage an investigation of nudism 
on the ground that it is “a revolt¬ 
ing and shameful movement,” 
completely “un-American.” 

The suggestion comes from an 
admirer of Congressman Dies in 
Greensboro, N. C. His letter 
makes the point that since nudism 
“has existed for many years in 
Russia, the home of communism,” 
the Dies committee should inves¬ 
tigate “the goings-on at the nud¬ 
ist camps which are found all over 
the country” and “look into" the 
nudist literature, which carries 
portraits of naked men and wo¬ 
men. 

The biggest laugh is that the 
communication drags in the name 
of Representative Clare E. Hoff¬ 
man, of Michigan, as a former at¬ 
torney for the proprietor of a nud¬ 
ist camp—Fred C. Ring of Kala¬ 
mazoo—and suggests that Hoff¬ 
man might be “a wolf in sheep’s 
clothing.” 

Congressman Hoffman is a re¬ 
publican, and just as much of a 
flag-waving natriot as the red¬ 
baiting Mr. Dies. 

Still On Deck 

Despite disclosures that Edward 
F. Sullivan, one of the Dies com¬ 
mittee Investigators, had been ac- 
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five in anti-Semitic - anti-Cath- 
olic movements and had been em¬ 
ployed b.v a strike-breaking and 
labor-spying firm, he is still on 
the committee payroll. 

Committee member Jack Demp¬ 
sey of New Mexico has demanded 
that Chairman Dies dismi.s.s Sulli¬ 
van, but backed by Representa¬ 
tive Joe Starnes of Alabama and 
the two republican committee 
members, Dies has refused to do 
so. 

Instead ho has instructed Sulli¬ 
van to submit a reply tn the charg¬ 
es against him, Meanv/hile Sulli¬ 
van continues to draw his govern¬ 
ment pay-check. 

Note: Dempsey flatly refused to 
permit .Sullivan to do an.v further 
undercover probing on the Pa¬ 
cific coast. Dempsey has a.ssumed 
charge of thi.s area and will con¬ 
duct his own investigation.

ORANGES 

To The Editor: The leters from 
orange growers which have ap¬ 
peared from time to time are very 
interesting and I thought I would 
give an idea as we find it here. 

The orange growers are highly 
organized, but seem to have no 
control over the retailing end of 
the business. 

True, the tomato and fruit juices 
are strong competition and do not 
change flavor when canned. 

The “reliefers,” whom are legion, 
are amply supplied with a quality 
of citrus not found in stores. 

The WPA man is one with ready 
change in his pocket but he is 
generally on relief also. 

That leaves a minority to buy 
the fruit and on account of the 
high price it is passed up for 
something else and the fruit grows 
old on the merchants’ shelves and 
when it is sold the buyers receive 
tough, juiceless fruit for 3S or 40 
cents a dozen. 

I have heard so many complain 
about the dry pulp in the oranges. 
Here in mid-summer the price has 
jumped 10 to 15 cents a dozen for 
the same size. I used to buy 
a lug for 25 cents in California. 

The last of the navels were 22 
cents a dozen but that bargain 
was for a short time. Lemons are 
a drug on the market at 40 cents. 
There are substitute fruit drinks 
that everyone uses. 

It truly seems that this closely 
knit organization which figures 
expenses to a fraction of a cent 
could reach out and place a maxi¬ 
mum .selling price on their prod¬ 
ucts, the .same as other nationally 
advertised articles, and thereby 
give everyone an opportunity to 
use the orange freely, instead of 
using it as a rare luxury. 

I know that in this region it 
is price that holds up the market 
and there are many families that 
never buy oranges.
